WASHINGTON, March 27.—(4)— 
Amid shouts and jeers, the house 
broke away from President Roosevelt 
in open revolt today to override his 
veto of congressional plans for bigger 
veterans’ allowances and more pay for 
federal workers. 

In direct defiance of the president 
on a major issue, 310 members voted 
against the president. He found only © 
72 supporters, two of them republic- 
ans—Luce and Tinkham, of Massa- 
chusetts. Two hundred and nine 
democrats joined 97 republicans and 
four farmer-labor members in voting 
against his recommendations. 

The vote left to the senate the mat- 
ter of deciding finally whether - the 
presidential veto shall be sustained. 
leaders decided to put the vote off 
there until tomorrow or later, and 
held to this decision despite an at- 
tempt to force a ballot today. 

Many Objections. 

President Roosevelt in his veto mes- 
sage objected that the added funds 
written into the independent offices 
supply bill by the house and senate 
would upset his budget plans, take 
money needed for emergency relief 
and violate principles he believed 
should govern the allowance of vet- 
erans’ compensation. 

Silence settled down over the house 
floor as his message was read. It 
was silent, too, when the clerk fin- 
ished the reading. There was none 
of the applause that usually greets 
Rooseveltian messages to congress. 

‘The question is shall the bill pass, 
the objections of the president to the 
contrary notwithstanding,” said Speak- 
er Rainey. 

There was a little delay about get- 
ting the vote started, however, de- 
spite that under house rules no de- 
bate is allowed on such a question. 

Once under way, frequent’ applause 
and jeers signified that well-known

NEW STOCK BILL 


Measure Expected To Be 
Submitted for Action 
Before Week-End. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—(/)— 
The senate banking committee took 
up the  provisionally-indorsed stock 
market control bill in executive ses- 
sion today with expectation of giving 
the measure its approval before the 
week-end and submitting it for action 
on the floor. 

On the one hand, the committee was 
equipped with a mandate from Presi- 
dent Roosevelt to avoid any changes 
that would weaken the bill and a 
warning that it had -been made the 
target of a “highly organized” opposi- 
tion drive. 

On the other, its record contained 
a long list of amendments proposed 
by Richard Whitney, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, in summa- 
tion of the voluminous opposition testi- 
mony submitted in the course of a 
month of hearings. 

The committee's report proposed a 
somewhat different. method of ap- 
proaching the problem than that em- 
bodied in the bili, asking primarily 
that a special commission be created 
to administer the measure. 

Open hearings on the measure were 
completed this morning with the re- 
ceipt of Whitney’s amendments, which, 
generally speaking, would remove the 
bill’s hard and fast rules and leave 
virtually everything to the discre- 
tionary regulation of the federal re- 
serve board or the federal trade com- 
mission, 

Committee members were struck, 
they said, with a change in the tactics 
of the exchange representatives in a 
shift of emphasis from demands for

Another amendment, offered by 
Senator Dickinson, republican, lowa, 
and perfected by Senator Reynolds.

single year. As passed by the house, 
the bill would operate for two years, 
and the president could then extend 
it for another. 

Senator Bankhead, democrat, Ala- 
bama, author of the bill, obtained ap- 
proval of an amendment to increase 
the tax on over-quota production from 
50 to 75 per cent of the market value 
of the cotton. 

Amendments by Senator Hayden, 
democrat, Arizona, and Johnson, re- 
publican, California, to exempt from 
the tax cotton of 1 1-2-inch staple or 
longer, largely grown in California 
and Arizona, and to prevent a state 
quota from being less than 200,000 
bales if it had produced 250,000 bales 
within the past five years, were also 
adopted. 

Another Bailey amendment which 
gained approval would cut the penalty 
for violations of the law from $1,000 
fine or imprisonment up to a year 
down to $100 fine. 

Senator King, democrat, Utah, se- 
cured approval of an amendment elim- 
inating authority for the secretary of 
agriculture to buy excess cotton for 
relief purposes at a price up to 55 
per cent of the central market price 
and to use it in experiments to develop 
new uses of the staple.

The duce of fascism has just an- 
nounced a plan for economic and 
cultural regeneration of Italy that 
will run 60 years, in other words, 12 
five-year plans wrapped in one.

It would have been easier to say 
every man, woman and child will have 
a comfortable home in five years or 
in 10 years, and a demagogue would 
have said this.

He 
predicted that the next century would 
be the century of fascism, which it 
will be if no war intervenes. For if 
a war intervenes fascism will be 
wiped out of existence, not only in

Fascism will not be able to keep stand- 
ing in any country which undergoes 
defeat in an eventual war. Nor will 
it endure in any country at all if 
such an eventual war lasts any tength 
of time. Men will revolt. With the 
present state of perfection in arma- 
ments, human beings cannot bear the 
terrific strain which a new conflagra- 
tion is bound to bring. 

Among the things Mussolini said 
was a reference to constructive fascism 
and destructive fascism. The refer- 
ence was obviously to Germany and 
is therefore of the highest significance. 
It shows that relations between Ger- 
many and Italy have cooled off con- 
siderably of late. This is further em- 
phasized by the strong words the Duce 
employed about Austria. He declared 
that Italy will do all in its power to 
guarantee the independence of Aus- 
tria. This was a direct slam at the 
nazis of Germany. But there was aiso 
a sombre threat in the direction cf 
France. Mussolini came back to his 
old theme, namely, that Italy needs 
territory to expand, not in Europe, 
but in Africa and Asia and he ex- 


would not stand in Italy’s way. 
From this it would seem to appear 
that Mussolini is willing to come to 
an understanding with France and 
that in fact he prefers an alliance 
with France rather than with Ger- 
many. What he is really after is a 
division of spheres of influence with 
France in North Africa. Mussolini 
has nothing to expect from Germany. 
If the Italians are ever to have more 
territory it must be taken from 
France or it must be obtained by a 
peaceful arrangement with France. 
Mussolini is not wooing France. He 
is simply warning her that he has not 
abandoned his old ambitions, Whether 
France will heed the warning remains 
to be seen. But if France isn’t con- 
ciliatory, Mussolini may just as easily 
switch his support again to Germany 
and that is the thing France does not 


like to see.

Business looks good on the inside and out, for no apparent 
reason, except that spring is here. Improvement is 10 to 20 per 
cent better than normal for this Season. Employment and pay 
rolls are particularly encouraging.

These deductions stick out on the economic box score for this 
month. The figure$ which do not lie, and which are not figured 
by liars, indicate we are néarly back to the average business level 
for 1931 and still going up. 

The progress has been made in the face of business skittishness 
about some current phases of the new deal, and a public psychology 
which is not as encouraging as it might be.

TOO GOOD? The employment and pay-roll figures were so 

good that the labor department experts were 
suspicious of them at first. They sent the figures back for re- 
checking, holding up publication for several days. 

The re-check showed that the good old law of nature had — 
wrought accomplishments beyond their expectations. 

Nothing happened during February and March which can ex- 
plain a growth of .employment and pay rolls out of proportion to 
the growth of production. 3 

The NRA codes began to go into effect last October. From then 
until February there was a steady shrinkage in both employment 
and pay rolls. So the codes could not have had much to do with it. 

The only plausible explanation is that manufacturers could not 
increase their production beyond a certain point without also in- 
creasing employment and pay rolls. When the time came to step 
up spring production, they had to enlarge their pay rolls.

DETAILS That is shown by the fact that the pay roll increases 
came in industries which were increasing production. 

Automobile pay rolls went up 40 per cent in February; iron and 
steel, 10 per cent; rubber, 13 per cent, and tobacco manufacturers, 
14; textiles, 20 per cent; leather, 20 per cent; machinery, 10 per 
cent. 
The automobile, steel and rubber improvements can be traced 
to one thing. Automobile production started late and therefore 
was carried on at an accelerated rate. (Chevrolet and Plymouth 
had virtually no production in January.) 

Textiles and leather reflect increased production of Easter finery. 

While these bellwether industries led the way, the improve- 
ment was general. Out of 89 manufacturing industries, 77 in- 
creased employment in February and 79 increased their pay-roll 
outlay. 
rf it is curtomary for all administrations to claim credit for acts 
of nature, the new dealers will probably get credit for’ this. 


PUBLIC WORKS The promised flood of public works money 
still looks like a raindrop. 


Secretary Ickes put out $47,000,000 during February, which is 
about half of his outlay of contracts awarded for December. 

But here again nature has stepped in. There has been virtually 
no private building for two years. Yet in February contracts 
awarded for private building totdled $50,000,000, which is $3,- 
000,000 more than Mr. Ickes spent, 

That brought the total this February to nearly twice what it 
was last February ($53,000,000), which does not mean much be- 
cause we were scraping bottom then. -~ 

The March improvement estimate is based on the fact that 
during the first two weeks of the month the. total outlay for public 
and private building was $92,000,000, which is nearly as much as 
tor the entire month of February. 

All in all it certainly indicates that the springtime urge to build 
is working better than the public works program. 


VERACITY There can be no serious question about the hon- 

esty of these figures. They may not be perfect, but 
they are nearer perfection than any you can get. At least all rec- 
ognized economists accept them as such. 

They come from too many sources to reflect collusion. For 
instance. the federal reserve board gets the industrial production 
figures from a score of. sources, including the American Iron and 
Steel Institute, the Tanners’. Council, the census bureau (textiles 
and autos), treasury (tobacco manufacturing withdrawals), the 
bureau of mines, the National Lumber Manufacturers’ Association, 


American Paper and Pulp Associations, et al. 
No one ever accused the federal reserve board of doctoring any 


figures. 


SUSPICIONS There have been suspicions that the labor depart- 
ment figures on employment. and pay rolls were 
inaccurate in years past. For that reason the federal reserve and 
other self-respecting figurers collected their own statistics on those 
two items. But lately the labor department system has been re- 
vised. The federal reserve has shown such faith in them that it 
is no longer collecting its own. : 
The railroad figures come from the American Railway Associa- 
tion; building from F. W. Dodge Corporation; department store sales 
from federal reserve, and foreign trade from the bureau of foreign 
and domestic commerce. The best proof that they are honest is 


that they rarely show what the new dealers would like to show.

WASHINGTON, March 27.—A 
new principle of taxation which, if 
adopted, would demoralize the laws of 
supply and demand and tend to break 
down the NRA, as well as the AAA, 
is under consideration by the house 
ways and means committee and the 
senate finance committee. 

Briefly, it seeks to equalize competi- 
tion by using the internal revenue 
laws of the United States to let the 
inefficient grow stronger at the ex- 
pense of the efficient. It would per- 


mit those who sell goods at a lower 
price than competitors to enjoy a low- 
er rate of taxation. 

The idea originated with the manu- 
facturers of 10-cent cigarets who are 
finding the increased costs brought 
about by NRA and the processing 
taxes a bit too hard for them, some- 
thing they did not anticipate when 
they started a vigorous price war in 
June, 1932—and now they are plead- 
ing with the government to let them 
have a lower rate of taxes by the 
simple device of classifying cigarets 
according to selling prices. These 10- 
cent cigaret makers insist they would 
pass on some of the reduction to the 
consumer, though of course there is 
no way the government can guaran- 
tee such a result. 

Once Dead, Now Alive. 

The argument for the reduction is 
that the people would buy more 10- 
cent cigarets and hence the internal 
revenues would increase. Members of 
the house ways and means commit- 
tee asked in a recent hearing why, if 
this were true, it would not be better 
to make a uniform reduction in taxes 
on all classes of cigarets, since this 
would mean a lower price to the con- 
sumer. The defenders of the new prin- 
ciple have not given a _ satisfactory 
answer to that question. 

The facts are, of course, that despite 
protestations to the contrary from 
some of the manufacturers, there is a 
decided difference in quality between 
the 10-cent and the , ame cigaret. 
Members of congress from tobacco pro- 
ducing states indicated as much in 
their line of questioning when this 
subject was up before the committee 
in January. 

Indeed, it seemed at that time that 
the subject had been disposed of by 
the house committee, but in some mys-

UNSUNG HEROES. 


WASHINGTON, March 27.—Per- 
sons whose idea of the newspaper bus- 
iness was derived from the rowdy 
earicature of “The Front Page” have 
something to learn from the corps of 
ne who operate in Washing- 
on. 

Within six months it probably will 
be possible to reveal that two Wash- 
ington reporters, sitting in the press- 
coop of the house of representatives 
and listening in a vague way to the 
oration of the statesmen down the 
well, had an idea which was to be 
the means of saving the citizens a 
sum between one hundred million and 
four hundred million dollars. Of 
course, anything less than a whole 
billion: of those dollars is regarded as 
mere breakage nowadays and I would 
not wish to exaggerate the importance 
of this little saving just to fatten my 
piece. But I remember the time when 
every billion counted with me and I 
still have an instinct to save odd frac- 
tions of billions like pieces of string 
and bottle-caps. 


DESERVES DECORATIONS. 


I hope some one will remind me to 
go into the particulars of this matter 
about six months hence because peo- 
ple who accomplish such works for the 
government ought to receive some sort 
of civil honor such as the English be- 
stow. The nearest thing to an award 
to a journalist for this kind of service 
to the. state is the Pulitzer Prize, 
which is all right in its restricted way 
but a private affair neverthless and 
not a state recognition. 

Well, I don’t insist that my col- 
leagues in this case be knighted or 
baronized and I didn’t aim to prattle 
on this way about something that peo- 
ple will not really care about one way 
or another. My object is just to report 
that sometimes the newspaper boys 
perform important public services 
which go not only unappreciated but 
entirely unrecognized. I think it would 
be nice for our business if some good 
playwright should now do a piece for 
himself, depicting this sort of news- 
paper work as an offset to the low 
antics of the comedy drunks and 
porch-climbing picture-chasers who 
have been presented to the citizens as 
typical reporters. And a grant of 10 


per cent of the ao to these re- 
porters would not be hard to take. 


PERSISTENCE REWARDED. 


Another work, similar, in a way, to 
the economy which I have alluded to, 
that may yet be credited to members 
of the corps of correspondents is the 
big expose which Ferd Pecora has been 
conducting all this time. Ferd Pecora. 
got a lot of big bankers and brought 
out the material upon which Mr. 
Roosevelt based his memorable joint 
reference to larcenous financiers and 
kidnapers. And, though Al Wiggin 
beat him to it and resigned before 
Ferd could get around him, it undoubte 
edly was Ferd who took his pension 
of $111,000 a year away from him. 

But the final telling of the story 
of the big banking investigation will 
have to show that a few persistent 
reporters on the senate side kept 
nagging and burning and poking up 
the statesmen and kept that investiga- 
tion alive during a period of Mr. Hoo- 
vers administration when otherwise 
it would have been allowed to dwindle 
off to nothing. Because they did, the 
journalists knew this was a hot one 
and though it grew cold from time te 
time they were always there to fan it 
with their hats and bring up a little 
blaze until Pecora came down and the 
banking investigation suddenly became 
a ball of fire. 

CONFIDENCES, 
RAMIFICATIONS. 

I wonder if anyone would serious 
ly object to my saying that this is an 
example of exceedingly punk reporting 
inasmuch as it just hints around with- 
out saying’ anything but, for a fact, I 
was on the point of telling who those 
journalists are who will be saving the 
government all that money, and pre 
cisely how, when a young man called 
up and said not to do that because it 
might raise hell with the political 
chances of a statesman friend of theirs 
who is courting the peoples’ choice 
again next fall.

These particular diet germicides 
limit their healing action so far as) 
now known to one tract of the body. | 
They begin work in the system which | 
starts with the kidneys and extends 
down through the bladder. This area | 
is one of the troublesome seats of in- | 
fections. | 

The human germicides which work 
there are known chemically as ketones. 
They are acids, all of them produced 
normally from the fat in food dur- 
ing digestion. These acids gather in’ 
the “sac” of the kidneys. The Mayo 
discovery is a balanced diet which! 
will produce them in large quan- 
tities for patients suffering with some) 
of the numerous ills due to infection 
in this body tract. The diet is a 
balance between fat, protein and sug- 
ar. Its proportions are 140 grams| 
of fat, 25 of protein and 15 of sugar. 
A variety of common foods can be se- | 
lected for menus on this diet. The, 
fat may come from butter, cream, lard | 
and oils.

of the veteran, and every assistance 
be rendered -in the preparation and 
presentation of these cases. While 
these cases are pending the veterans 
will be paid 75 per cent of the com- 
pensation they received prior to the 
time they were removed from 
rolls. If the appeal is allowed they 
will receive back compensation. Only 
in cases @isallowed by the board of 
appeals will the veteran thereafter 
he permanently removed from the 
rolls, This regulation will be put 
into effect at once, 

By reason of the fact that many 
totally and permanently disabled vet- 
erans have been the recipients of 
henefits from their government for a 
long period of time, it is difficult 
in the event of a disallowance of 
service connection by the final board 
of appeals to remove them complete- 
ly from the rolls. Existing regula- 
tions therefore provide that if their 
cases are disallowed and if they are 
found to be totally and permanently 
disabled they shall, notwithstanding 
fundamental principals enunciated, if 
in need, receive $30 a month and 
domiciliary care and hospitalization. 


U. S. DOING MORE 
THAN OTHER NATIONS. 


It is a simple and undeniable fact 
that the United States, in terms of 
compensation and in terms of hos- 
pitalization, has done and is doing 
infinitely more for our veterans and 
their dependents than any other gov- 
ernment. 

I come now to the provisions of 
the bill relating to Spanish American 
War Veterans. ,To this group of ex- 
service men I have devoted much 
thought. Because of their age, they 
command sympathy. Nevertheless, 
we must recognize also that many 
abuses have crept into laws granting 
them benefits. 

The Spanish American War Vet- 
erans amendment to this act pro- 
vides for service pensions, This vio- 
lates the principles upon which bene- 
fits to veterans should be paid and 
the principles to which I have re- 
ferred in this message.

CARTERSVILLE, Ga., March 27. 
(?)—Facing the future with a “heads | 
up” attitude, Cartersville and Bar.ow | 
county people are going into the 1954 
growing season with an_ optimism | 
which has been noticeably absent. for. 
the past four or five years. 

In addition to possibilities involved 
in. farming, this immediate section has 
other things upon which it may de- 
pend, with a surety which never fails. 
For instance, the Goodyear Tire and 


Rubber Company, with their 50,000- 
spindle textile plant, and the Carters- 
ville mills, an affiliate of one of the 
largest knit goods organizations of the 
nation, are both operating to the full- 
est extent allowed by their respective 
codes, 

The Goodyear people also have tex- 
tile plants at Rockmart and Cedar- 
town, in this state, and have recent- 
ly placed in operation another one at 
Decatur, Ala. They have also made 
plans for enlarging their plant at 
Gadsden, Ala. This is true. after five 
years of successful operation of these 
plants and having found in this sec- 
tion conditions as near. the ideal as is 
possible to find them. Thus, steady 
pay rolis are available and in towns 
where they operate business is re- 
ported unusually good. 

Mills on Full’ Time. 

Cartersville is particularly fortn- 
nate in having the knitting mills, with 
their large pay rolls, operating at full 
(ime. Products of this plant are now 
being shipped “throughout the nation 
and even to foreign markets. 

The officials of both these plants 
are men of great vision, and. for their 
employes every possible advantage is 
being offered. Particularly noteworthy 
are the educational advantages and) 
the avidity with which the employes 
are taking advantage.of such oppor- 
tunities is pleasing indeed. Indeed, 
the record already made at the knit-

School Facilities. 

One solution to the question often 
asked. “what will the employes do 
with their surplus time?”

FRENCH AMBASSADOR 
CLARIFIES PARIS’ POSITION 


LONDON, March 27.—(UP)—Im- 
portant developments in the Franco-

bassalor, Andre Charles Corbin, ask- 
ed: First, does France distinguish be- 
tween “guarantees of execution”. and 
general guarantees in case of aggres- 
sion; second, if she distinguishes, 
what kind of guarantees are neces- 
sary in each instance, and, third, is 
France’ willimgg to subscribe to re- 
gional instead of a general guarantee 
system. 

Corbin replied: First, France ad- 
mitted a theoretical distinction but 
believes there would be no difference 
in practice, because in case the con- 
vention were violated it presumably 
would be by armed force and sanc- 
tions, or penalties, would be essential; 
second, he asked what guarantees 
Britain would offer, and, third, he 
agreed to a regional agreement but 
asked in turn how far Britain pro- 
poses to extend such a pact.

GENEVA, March 27.—(/)—With

She added the frothy yeast to the 
lukewarm milk mixture. And stirred’ 
in an egg well beaten. Then she put 
in the flour and one-quarter cup cur-- 
rants which she had washed wel!, 
drained and dried in the warming 
oven. She added one-eighth cup cit- 
ron peel. The mixture was beaten un- 
til-smooth, covered and set in warm 
place to rise. When doubled in bulk it 
was kneaded, covered and set to rise 
again. Then it was kneaded, shaped 
into large buns or biscuits. When 
shaped these were put on baking sheet 
or pan, about one inch apart. When 
light the top was brushed with beaten 
egg yolk and milk, the top of each 
was — in two straight lines at 
right angles to each other. The buns 
are baked for 20 minutes.

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More Machines May 
To Shorter Hours and Fewer Men 


Be Answer 


By CLAUDE A. JAGGER. 
NEW YORK, March 27.—(#)— 
Machines rather than men. 
Will this be industry’s answer to 
the recovery drive for shorter hours 


and higher wages? 

Few business analysts think it can 
be more than a partial answer, and 
point out that any spur given to ma- 
chinery manufacture and plant mod- 
ernization would in itself expand em- 
ployment.., 

Nevertheless, industry’s past efforts 
to reduce labor costs with machinery 
prompted Standard Statistics Com- 
pany to have its field investigators 
inquire as to present plans. 

hile no wide canvass was made, 
it was found that many industrial 
managers “already are laying plans 
for installation of additional labor- 
saving equipment.” In_ several in- 
stances it was found that “industrial 
concerns have determined upon a pol- 
icy of adding machines. rather than 
putting on more shifts.” 

The effect upon employment of au- 
tomatic machinery, widely introduced 
in the last few years, has been much 
discussed, particularly since the pub- 
licity given the problem by Howard 
Scott and “technocracy.” 

At various times in the course of 
industrial development, workers have 
revolted against the machine, Even 
in the sec: days of automatic harv- 
esting machinery, farmers sometimes 
had to protect their machines from 
sabotage by disgrunted farm hands. 

But the answer of most economists 
to the problem today is that as more 
labor-saving machinery is installed, 
new industries must be developed, or 
work hours must be further shorten- 
ed, and wages increased, so that con- 
sumption can keep up with produc- 
tion. 

In the course of the current depres- 
sion, suggestions to curtail use of the 
machine have been heard. In Ger- 
many, the Hitler government actual- 
ly made a start in that direction some 
months ago. 

However, ideas of. forestalling indus- 
trial progress have not been popular, 
and should it appear that higher labor 
costs are bringing much more auto- | 
matic machinery into use, industrial- 
ists may a@ well find themselves awe 


with further demands for shortening 
of hours and raising wage rates. 

In fact, Washington is giving se- 
rious consideration of measures to 
stimulate the capital goods industry, 
a chief division of whith comprises 


the makers of manufacturing machin- 
ery and equipment. 

Most of the current unemployment 
is in the capital goods lines, and 
moves have. been discussed to encour- 
age manufacturers to renovate their 
plants. The proposed federal inter- 
mediate credit banks are designed to 
help the small manufacturers with 
this and other problems. 

If it appears later on that this 
movement has prompted such addi- 
tional installation of labor-saving ma- 
chinery that the reemployment pro- 
gram is being defeated, that bridge 
will presumably be crossed when it is 
reached.
